CONFESSION. 

The Story of the Murder of the 
Good Children 



Told in All Its Horrible Details by 
Hut, the Murderer. 



Paii.di>»o, O.. Nov. 87.— Sheriff 
SUley Monday related to a reporter 
the confession made by Charles Hart, 
of the murder of the Good children. 
Detective* Klein and Brown, of Cleve- 
land, were placed in the jail aa prison- 
era shortly after the murder, and after 
they had been there a few daya Hart 
offered to confess. They got his story, 
and later Sheriff SUley was called in 
and Hart started a different story. 
Wednesday afternoon he swore to tell 
the sheriff the truth. He said the 
murder occurred 8unday afternoon 
about 2 o'clock, November 4. 

David Merritt (colored) was at his 
house and they bad been watching- 
Ash by and Klsie Good at play in the 
edge of the woods near by. He 
told Merritt that he hated ull the 
Good family and he believed he could 
do anything to them out of 
revenge. They went to where t 
children were playing and he grabbt 
the boy, who began to scratch and 
kick him. He had some tar rope in hii 
pocket, and tied the boy's hands to 
gether and laid him on the ground. 
The pain from the tightly drawn cords 
caused the boy to scream, and, to quiet 
him. Hart hit him on the hend with a 
cudgel lying near. 

Merritt caught the little girl, who 
had started to run, dragged her t 
and threw her down, and had tort 
part of her clothing whan he called 
Hart, who held her while Merritt crim- 
inally assaulted her. He held one hand 
over her mouth. Hart said: "I will 
atop her screaming," and lie hit her 
on the head with the same bloody 
cudgel. They saw they must now carry 
it further, and Hart took a razor from 
his pocket and cooly cut their throats 
and started to run. 

Merritt made him come back, and 
then they further cut the bodies up 
after they had almost stripped them. 
Merritt mutilated the boy in a niune 
leaa way. They placed the chililren by 
tome logs, and piled their clothing and 
some brush over them, and Merritt »et 
it on Are. They went to the house and 
found Clarence Urindle. who churged 
them with the crime. Hart could not 
deny it, aa his clothes were covered 
with blood. 

Hrindle took his vest, shirt and c 
alls and said he would destroy them 
for him. Merritt got rid of his own 
clothing and hid the butcher-knife he 
got at Hart's, after he had heated some 
water and poured it over the knife ami 
rator until they were apparently 
clean. 

Hart was very cool during the con- 
fession, which surprised those pres- 
ent 

Sheriff Staley has the razor and 
butcherknife in his possession. He 
does not think Hart is crazy, bat tlmt 
he is a soulless brute. The town is 
wild with excitement A mob had been 
organized north of town and was going 
to lvncb Hart Friday night, the even 
ing he was taken to Van Wert.

Different Persons Gives Mr. 
Seeley Opposite Characters. 

[n Two Years Nine New York Na- 
tional Banks Lost $1,095,200 



Nrcw York, Nov. 27.— The detectives 
»f the United States Guarantee Co. 
which was on Bank Robber Seeley's 
bond say Seeley was not a gambler, 
the contrary, was an ideal hus- 
band and father, while Gen. Merritt, 
Baker's business associate, says Seeley 
was a poolroom gambler and a race 
rack follower. 

Hank Examiner Kimball Monday 
went over his accounts, and figured it 
t that in the laat two years nine na- 
mal banks of thia city had lost 
095,200 by the dishonesty of officials 
clerks. ' This Included the Seeley 
•.il and a $450,000 defalcation by the 
president of the Ninth National bank. 

There was no run on the Shoe and 
Leather bank Monday. In fact, more 
money was deposited than was taken 
jut. The directors met and decided to 
ssk the controller of the currency to 
levy an assessment of twenty per cent 
an the stockholders to cover the Seeley 

Despite the assertions of Frederick 
Baker's sons to the effect that their 
father was not the man implicated 
with Seeley in looting the Shoe and 
• k, Paying Teller Gilbert 
le bank, positively identi- 
fied the body. 

Attempts to trace the disposition 
that Frederick Baker made of the mon- 
ey of which he robbed the Shoe and 
Leather bank. and the public announce- 
ment of his transactions therewith, 
have brought to light the facts that in- 
jte that as far back aa fifteen years 
ago he began his peculations, and that 
his stealings will amount in the aggre- 
gate to an enormous sum. 

Baker, who had a good reputation for 
honesty and business shrewdness, suc- 
ceeded in getting control, during the 
latter years of his life, of a number of 
good estates. He wbb either executor 
or trustee of funds for the hell s. Those 
persons who trusted him alleged Mon- 
lay morning that he appropriated 
arge sums of money belonging to 
them to his ow n use. 

If the charges prove true, they show- 
Baker to have been not only one of the 
most remarkable defaulters of the age, 
but also explain, to a large extent, 
why it became necessary for him to 
into a scheme with Seeley to rob 
the bank Having misappropriated 
the property entrusted to him, of 
course it would be necessary to pay the 
interest and dividends expected there 
from to keep those entitled thereto 
from calling on him and demanding an 
accounting. Being unfortunate in lib 
speculations, in most part. Baker, hh 
accusers say. resorted to the hank 
thefts to get money to pay these ac- 
cruing amounts. 

It waa learned Monday afternoon 
that representatives of the Shoe and 
Leather bank, accoinpauied In I red 11.
